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Spiraling  Rice  Prices  Hurt  Chinese  Families 


The  Chinese  community  in 
Boston  has  in  recent  months 
been  astonished  in  witness¬ 
ing  the  spiraling  cost  of 
its  main  staple,  rice. 

At  some  stores  in  China¬ 
town,  a  hundred-pound  bag 
of  rice  which  six  months 
ago  was  selling  under  S30 
is  now  selling  close  to 
$50. 

Chinese  restaurant  own¬ 
ers,  buying  from  whole¬ 
salers,  have  experienced 
even  greater  increases  and 
have  passed  along  the  cost 
to  Chinese  restaurant  goers 
by  charging  over  40  cents 
for  a  bowl  of  rice. 

Confusion  and  rumors  a- 
bound  as  to  the  causes  for 
the  price  increases.  Claims 
are  made  that  the  spiraling 
cost  is  due  to  temporary 
shortages  induced  mostly  by 
"scare  buying"  and  hoarding 
of  rice  by  consumers.  Oth¬ 
ers  claim  that  there  is  a 
real  rice  shortage. 

SAMPAN  has  learned  from 
sources  in  the  Economic  Re¬ 
search  Service  (ERS)  of  The 
Dept,  of  Agriculture  that 
indeed  there  is  a  domestic 
rice  shortaqe.  This  short - 
aae  is  expected  to  last 
through  the  first  few 
months  of  next  year. 

According  to  the  ERS, 
U.S.  rice  exports  are  at 
record  levels  resulting  in 
the  lowest  rice  stockpile 
level  for  domestic  consump¬ 
tion  in  the  past  20  years. 

The  main  reason  for  this 
unusual  situation  is  that 
major  rice  producing  coun¬ 
tries  in  the  world  have  ex¬ 
perienced  a  very  poor  rice 
crop  in  the  last  year  while 
U.S.  farmers  have  been  able 
to  increase  their  rice  crop 
yields  by  122  despite  Hur¬ 
ricane  Delia  and  other  ex¬ 


cessive  floodinq  of  rice 
growinq  states  such  as 
Texas,  Louisiana,  and  Ar¬ 
kansas. 

Under  the  free-trade 
concept  which  Is  exempt 
from  governmental  control , 
larger  guantlties  than  usu¬ 
al  of  U.S.  rice  was  export¬ 
ed  to  major  rice  consump¬ 
tion  countlres  in  the  Ori¬ 
ent  and  Southeast  Asia. 
These  countries  found  it 
easier  to  buy  U.S.  rice  as 
a  result  of  the  recent  de¬ 
valuation  of  the  dollar. 

This  external  demand  and 
the  heavy  exportation  of 
U.S.  rice  supplies,  result¬ 
ed  in  the  domestic  shortage 
and  the  Increased  prices. 


A  spokesman  for  the  ERS 
said  that  farmers  were  re¬ 
ceiving  $5.50  per  hundred 
weight  of  rice  in  May, 1972. 
This  compares  to  $8.20  in 
May,  1973.  In  the  last 
month  alone,  farmers  prices 
have  jumped  from  $13.70  in 
October  to  $14.70  in  Novem¬ 
ber. 

The  price  that  the  far¬ 
mer  gets  Is  directly  re¬ 
lated  to  the  price  the  Chi¬ 
nese  housewife  sees  in  the 
market. 

Moderations  In  the  price 
of  rice  Is  hopefully  ex¬ 
pected  in  the  early  part  of 
next  year  when  the  rice 
producing  countries  in  the 
Southern  Hemisphere  harvest 
their  rice  crops.  (Seasons 
are  inverted  relative  to 


the  Northern  Hemisphere.) 

The  per  captia  rice  con¬ 
sumption  in  the  U.S.  is 
only  seven  pounds.  How¬ 
ever,  to  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munities  In  the  U.S. ,  rice 
remains  their  main  staple 
and  the  recent  price  in¬ 
creases  bear  great  signifi¬ 
cance. 

It  has  become  signifi¬ 
cant  enough  for  Mrs.  Lee  of 
Shawmut  Ave.  in  Chinatown 
to  change  her  family’s  eat¬ 
ing  habit  to  having  instant 
noodles  more  often. 

Farm  prices  fell  in  No¬ 
vember,  for  the  third  con¬ 
secutive  month,  but  prices 
for  certain  1tems--rice  a- 
mong  them--rose,  accordinn 
to  a  recent  news  item  in 
the  WALL  STREET  JOURNAL. 

Wholesale  prices  for 
rice  for  a  one  year  period 
from  Nov.  1972  to  Nov.  1 °7 3 
rose  131  percent  compared 
to  wholesale  price  for  hogs 
(50.7  percent);  beef  (19.7 
percent);  milk  (31.1  per¬ 
cent);  and  eggs  (63.0  per¬ 
cent)  in  the  same  time  pe¬ 
riod.

Exquisite! 
Peking  Opera 

The  National  Chinese  Op¬ 
era  Theatre  presented  a 
spectacular  performance 
last  month  at  Symphony 
Hall.  The  expertly  disci¬ 
pline  company  of  "Taiwan's 
best"  provided  the  packed 
audience  both  nights  (Nov. 
14-15)  with  a  kaleidoscope 
of  brilliant  and  colorful 
costumes, exciting  acrobatic 
feats,  and  a  wide  reper¬ 
toire  of  popular,  classical 
operas. 

In  its  first  American 
tour,  the  Taiwan  troupe 
presented  to  predominantly 
non-Chinese  audiences 
throughout  the  U.S.  a  taste 
of  Peking  opera,  a  two-cen¬ 
tury  old  art  form  currently 
banned  as  feudalistic  on 
Mainland  China. 

While  the  heavily  paint¬ 
ed  faces,  elaborately  em¬ 
broidered  costumes,  high 
pitched  singing  and  clang¬ 
ing  music  must  have  been 
very  foreign  to  most  of  the 
spectators,  the  extremely 
talented  and  professional 
troupe  had  gained,  by  the 
end  of  the  evening,  the  ad¬ 
miration  and  respect  of 
both  the  Oxidental  and  Ori¬ 
ental  audiences. 

Some  spectacular  moments 
included  some  extraordinary 
acrobatic  feats:  high 
jumps,  daring  somersaults, 
and  precisely  timed  and 
balanced  tumbles  succes¬ 
sively  becoming  more  and 
more  complex--until  three 
acrobats  in  un-lnterrupted 
rhythm  performed  leaps  and 
somersaults  perfectly  timed 
to  the  whipping  around  of  a 
long  pole  and  flag  swung  by 
a  strong  co-performer. 

The  Paper  Man's  mechani¬ 
cal-like  movements  of  a 


dummy  slowly  coming  to  life 
in  ChinTung  Yu  Nu  brought 
the  audience  roaring,  as 
did  the  spitting,  scratch¬ 
ing,  sniffing--and  facially

expressive--monkey  attend¬ 
ants  and  leader,  the  Monkey 
King. 

"Peking  opera  is  a  pure¬ 
ly  Chinese  art,  part  of  the 
Chinese  culture,"  noted 
Consul  General  Woo  of  Tai¬ 
wan.  "The  National  Chinese 
Opera  Theatre  Is  a  compos¬ 
ite  of  various  troupes  in 
Ta1wan--the  best." 

It  is  clearly  an  art 
form  which  is  highly  enter¬ 
taining,  and  as  the  Taiwan 
troupe  demonstrated,  a 
highly  sophisticated  and 
polished  art. 

"Peking  opera  is  nearly 
extinct  on  Mainland  China, 
or  it  is  performed  by  ac¬ 
tors  wearing  PLA  tunics  for 
purely  political  propaganda 
purposes,"  said  Mr.  Woo. 

Whatever  political  in¬ 
ferences  Peking  opera  may 
have  In  present  day,  the 
art  form--whether  through 
the  ribbon  dances  of  Tien 
Nu  San  Hua  (Heavenly  Angel) 
or  the  more  traditional 
White  Serpent--should  not 
be  lost. 
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Great  acrobatic  skill, 
precise  timing  and  daring 
tumbles  combined  to  make 
the  opera  theatre's  pre¬ 
sentation  awe-inspiring. 
In  this  three-part  photo 
sequence,  SAMPAN  photo¬ 
grapher  catches  the  acro¬ 
bat's  leap  timed  to  the 
forceful  flag's  movement.

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Tai  Tung  Village  Residents  Surveyed

In  November  THE  SAMPAN 
conducted  a  survey  of  Tal- 
Tung  Village  residents  to 
determine  their  opinions  of 
the  now  seven-months  old 
housing  project  In  China¬ 
town.  Surveys  were  dis¬ 
tributed  to  each  of  the  214 
units.  Of  those,  100  com¬ 
pleted  surveys  were  re¬ 
turned. 

Many  of  the  residents 
agreed  that  overall,  living 
In  the  complex  is  nice  and 
that  the  location  Is  con¬ 
venient. 

But,  each  of  the  100 
surveys  returned  also  In¬ 
cluded  additional  commen¬ 
tary  on  specific  living 
conditions  and  on  the  gen¬ 
eral  atmosphere  of  Tai -Tung 
V111age--not  always  from  a 
positive  viewpoint. 

Inadequate  Play  Area 

One  question  which  drew 
heavy  response  concerned 
the  children's  play  area. 
Nearly  70%  of  those  re¬ 
sponding  thought  that  the 
area  Is  poor  or  Inadequate. 
A  large  number  of  those  an¬ 
swering  negatively  recog¬ 
nized  the  need  for  more 
playing  space  for  children 
other  than  the  limited 
sandbox  area  In  the  middle 
of  the  apartment  complex. 

Another  area  of  concern 
was  that  of  security,  both 
Internal  and  external.  To 
the  question:  "Do  the  se¬ 
curity  measures  provide  ad¬ 
equate  protection?"  52% 
responded  negatively,  while 
41%  responded  positively 
and  7%  declined  to  comment. 

Residents  especially 
pointed  to  the  poor  light¬ 
ing  within  the  building,  a 


problem  which  has  since  has 
been  resolved. 

Other  areas  which  resi¬ 
dents  felt  attributed  to  a 
lack  of  security  and  pro¬ 
tection  Included  poor 
lighting  in  the  parking  ar¬ 
eas,  Inadequate  door  locks 
In  Individual  apartments, 
and  the  nonexistence  of 
night  security  guards  in 
Tal-Tung  Village. 

Ventilation 

Ouerled  about  air  venti¬ 
lation  in  the  apartment 
complex,  50%  indicated  that 
the  ventilation  system  was 
poor,  44%  felt  ventilation 
adequate  and  6%  had  no  o- 
plnlon. 

Residents  complained  of 
a  lack  of  fresh  air  and  of 
a  permeating  garbage  stench 
drifting  In  the  hallways 
and  staircases  and  the 
eventual  seepage  of  odors 
Into  the  apartments. 

Residents  Indicated  that 
the  apartment  buildings  and 
the  surrounding  grounds  are 
well-kept  only  some  of  the 
time. 

Maintenance  repairs  are 
responded  to  either  Immedi¬ 
ately  or  within  a  few  weeks 
and  the  repair  jobs  are 
well-done  according  to  50% 
of  the  survey  responses. 

Tenant  Union 

"Should  a  tenant  organi¬ 
zation  be  formed  to  discuss 
the  problems  related  to 
living  In  Tal-Tung  Vil¬ 
lage?"  The  response  was 
62%  for,  14%  against,  and 
24%  had  no  comment.  Those 
commenting  expressed  a  de¬ 
sire  for  such  an  organiza¬ 
tion  to  serve  as  an  Instru¬ 
ment  for  Improving  living 
conditions  in  Tal-Tung  Vil¬ 
lage,  but  also  as  an  In¬ 


strument  to  bring  together 
fellow  residents  and  to 
discuss  mutual  problems 
which  may  arise.

But,  to  residents  them¬ 
selves  living  In  Tai-Tung 
Village,  it  means  having  a 
nice  place  to  call  home. 

It  also  means  putting  up 
with  noise,  litter,  poor  TV 
reception,  undisciplined 
youngsters,  high  rent,  a 
lack  of  security,  and  an 
unsanitary  atmosphere. 

Those  are  a  few  of  the 
complaints  registered  by 
residents  of  the  214-unit 
complex  in  a  recent  survey 
conducted  by  THE  SAMPAN. 
The  respondents  chose  to 
comment  most  on  what  they 
considered  to  be  problem 
areas. 

(In)  Security 


stallation  of  the  locks  In 
individual  apartments  to 
the  management.  This  has 
been  the  only  visible  secu¬ 
rity  measure  taken  by  the 
management  thus  far. 

Noise 

Noise  Is  another  area  of 
complaint.  The  problem  Is 
manifold  for  loud  neighbors 
and  thin  walls  do  not  mix 
well . 

Children  are  found  nois¬ 
ily  at  play  in  the  hall¬ 
ways,  while  residents  fully 
acknowledge  that  children 
have  Inadequate  space  in 
the  apartment  complex 
square. 


One  resident  said,  "Our 
apartment  is  nice.  It's 
our  home,  but  we  cannot  go 
out  after  6  p.m.  for  fear 
of  who  we  could  run  into  in 
the  hallways.  There  are 
crazy  people  around  now;  no 
lights  or  security." 

A  lady  related  an  inci¬ 
dent  where  she  was  almost 
robbed  in  front  of  a  resi¬ 
dent's  doorway. 

Another  person  commended 
the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  for 
Its  part  In  helping  the 
Chinese  people  through  the 
building  of  Tai-Tung  Vil¬ 
lage.  He  also  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  CCBA 
would  help  to  develop  a 
tighter  system  of  security. 

To  date,  apartments  have 
been  encouraged  to  purchase 
$15  dead  locks  from  the  Tai 
Tung  Village  management, 
Lorln  Smith  management.  In 
addition,  tenants  must  pay 
a  $10  labor  charge  for  In¬

Residents  also  complain 
of  litter  found  throughout 
the  grounds,  parking  lots 
and  within  the  building. 
Some  fault  fellow  resi¬ 
dents.  One  person  comment¬ 
ed:  "If  you  want  a  nice 
place  to  live,  everyone 
must  cooperate  to  take  care 
of  public  property  and  not 
allow  adults  or  children  to 
turn  the  place  Into  an  un¬ 
sightly  junkyard." 

Another  Item  was  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  a  stronq  TV  an¬ 
tenna  to  Improve  TV  recep¬ 
tion.  One  resident  said, 
"Tenants  should  be  able  to 
view  channels  more  clearly 
and  to  view  more  than  just 
one  channel.  Residents 
would  be  willing  to  pay  If 
the  management  cannot  put 
one  In." 


People  also  expressed 
concern  over  the  unsanitary 
conditions  existing  at  Tai- 
Tung  Village.  The  smell  of 
garbage  and  other  pungent 
odors  throughout  the  build¬ 
ing  contribute  to  creating 
an  unhealthy  and  unpleasant 
environment. 

What  recourse  do  the 
residents  of  Tai-Tung  Vil¬ 
lage  have  to  solve  the  pro¬ 
blems  they  complain  of? 

The  positive  response 
from  residents  regarding 
the  formation  of  a  tenant 
organization  suggests  the 
possibility  of  unified 
group  action  as  a  means  to 
better  the  living  condi¬ 
tions  at  Tai-Tung. 

Other  comments  received 
Include: 

"This  kind  of  tenant  or¬ 
ganization  will  be  helpful 
to  successful  management 
and  improvement." 

". . .Not  only  an  organi¬ 
zation  with  the  purpose  of 
being  a  sounding  board,  but 
also  to  create  the  type  of 
atmosphere  where  one  can  be 
proud  to  live  in  and  to 
bring  up  a  family  and  where 
one  can  be  content  to  call 
a  real  home." 

". . .It  Is  not  too  late 
to  Improve  our  living 
here." 

Constructive  criticism 
of  Tai-Tung  Village  can 
help  to  produce  a  desirable 
place  for  people  to  live. 

But,  management  as  well 
as  the  residents  must  lis¬ 
ten  and  must  act  In  order 
to  bring  results.  People 
must  cooperate  with  each 
other  to  achieve  the  best 
Interests  of  all . 

"...Something  should  be 
done.  It  Is  a  nice  place."

LEGAL  ASSISTANCE 

The  Massachusetts  Bar 
Association  has  establish¬ 
ed  a  lawyer  referral  pro¬ 
gram  to  assist  persons  con¬ 
fronted  with  housing  pro¬ 
blems  which  entail  legal 
action.  There  are,  however, 
strict  guidelines  to  deter¬ 
mine  a  person's  eligibility 
for  such  assistance.

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BRA  Seeks  Action  on  Four  Land  Sites 


Four  important  land  par¬ 
cels  in  Chinatown--taken 
over  in  past  years  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Au¬ 
thorities  for  urban  renew¬ 
al  development--are  being 
re-examined  by  community 
leaders  for  future  develop¬ 
ment. 

South  Cove  BRA  adminis¬ 
trator  Dave  Lalima  in  No¬ 
vember  approached  Chinatown 
elders  at  a  Chinese  Consol¬ 
idated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  (CCBA)  meeting  to  de¬ 
termine  the  community's  in¬ 
terest  and  involvement  in 
developing  the  land  parcels 

The  four  parcels  in¬ 
volved  are: 

1 )  R-1--site  now  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Chinese  YMCA 
Bubble  at  56  Tyler  St. ; 

2)  P-l--site  of  old 
Quincy  School  also  on  Tyler 
Street; 

3)  R-3 

4)  R-3A--adjoin1ng  sites 
on  Broadway  between  Harri¬ 
son  and  Washington  Streets. 

Lalima  said  that  HUD 
(Housing  &  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment),  the  federal  depart¬ 
ment  serving  as  parent- 
funding  agency  for  the  BRA, 
wants  to  close  out  the 
South  Cove  project  as  soon 
as  possible,  particularly 
all  BRA-taken  sites  desig¬ 
nated  for  redevelopment. 

If  the  CCBA,  as  commu¬ 
nity  spokesmen,  had  no  in¬ 
terest  or  plans  for  devel¬ 
opment,  the  BRA  would  serve 
as  developer,  Lalima  told 
the  elders. 

Although  the  land  sites 
are  not  immediately  avail¬ 
able  for  development  (the 
old  Quincy  School  land  par¬ 
cel  will  not  be  taken  over 
by  the  BRA  until  the  new 
Quincy  School  is  built. 
The  YMCA,  with  support  of 
CCBA  behind  it,  will  con¬

tinue  to  use  the  land  area 
until  a  new  site  Is  found), 

Lalima  urged  community 
leaders  to  begin  making 
concrete  plans,  plans  which 
will  have  to  be  approved  by 
the  BRA. 

Lalima  requested  CCBA  to 


re-active  Its  Urban  Renewal 
Committee,  which  in  past 
years  had  served  as  a  com¬ 
munity  urban  renewal  task 
force.

die  income  apartments  or 
condominium.  CCBA,  in  an 
old  agreement,  is  to  be 
land  developer. 

P-1  is  slated  for  devel¬ 
opment  of  a  multi-purpose 
community  center,  according 
to  a  1969  agreement  between 
City  officials  and  the 
CCBA.  At  that  time,  the 
land  was  to  have  been  de¬ 
livered  to  CCBA  by.  1971, 
but  delays  in  new  Quincy 
School  construction  stalled 
the  agreed  upon  time  table. 
CCBA  has  raised  $100,000 
with  another  $200,000 
pledged  of  a  $600,000  goal. 
Fund  raising  stopped,  with 
CCBA's  preoccupation  with 
Tai-Tung  Village,  and  the 
Quincy  School  delays. 

An  obstacle  for  develop¬ 
ment  of  R-3  and  R-3A  sites 
is  the  uncertainty  of  the 
MBTA  overhead  tracks  which 
run  near  the  land  site  and 
would  discourage  any  high 
rise  construction.  At  one 
time.  It  was  thought  the 
MBTA  would  have  the  tracks 
removed . 

The  CCBA  had  established 
In  past  years  a  Nine-Man 
Committee  headed  by  Arthur 
Wt>ng  to  do  studies  regard¬ 
ing  the  R-3  and  R3A  devel¬ 
opment. 


The  program  will  be  ad¬ 
ministered  by  the  Social 
Security  Administration 
which  has  long  experience 
dealing  with  social  insur¬ 
ance  and  a  computerized  re¬ 
cord  keeping  system  which 
will  help  guard  against  du¬ 
plicate  payments,  payments 
to  ineligible  persons, 
overpayments,  and  fraud. 
The  Social  Security  Admin¬ 
istration  is  an  agency  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Wel¬ 
fare. 

The  Individual  states 
will  be  freed  from  the 
workloads  involved  in  pro¬ 
viding  assistance  to  aged 
people  on  welfare  rolls  and 
will  be  able  instead  to 
concentrate  on  other  ser¬ 
vices. 

Social  Security  offices 
are  now  taking  applications 


from  persons  65  or  over, 
blind,  or  disabled  and  who 
are  not  receiving  public 
assistance  payments  but 
think  they  might  be  eligi¬ 
ble  for  Supplemental  Secu¬ 
rity  Income  payments.  Peo¬ 
ple  already  receiving  State 
or  local  public  assistance 
payments  will  automatically 
be  transferred  into  the 
Supplemental  Security  In¬ 
come  program. 

Beginning  January,  1974, 
federal  Supplemental  Secu¬ 
rity  Income  payments  will 
be  made  on  a  once-a-month 
basis  (on  the  first  of  each 
month),  instead  of  the  bi¬ 
monthly  payments  under  the 
previously  administered 
program  by  the  individual 
States.  This  new  program 
will  not  have  any  effect  on 
regular  Social  Security 
payments  on  the  third  of 
each  month.  For  more  in¬ 
formation  about  the  new 
federal  assistance  program,

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Editor's  Note:  This  Is  the 
final  segment  of  a  three 
part  series  by  Gene  Tong 
describing  his  ten  day  trip 
visiting  relatives  In  main¬ 
land  China.  Gene  was  born 
In  Canton  and  left  his  home 
In  1950  at  the  age  of  15. 
His  mother,  brothers  and 
sister  continue  to  reside 
there.  This  was  the  first 
time  he  had  seen  them  since 
his  departure  23  years  ago. 

This  report  would  be  In¬ 
complete  If  I  did  not  say 
something  about  the  people 
that  I  met.  Everywhere  I 
went  I  found  people  eager 
for  conversation.  Going 
through  customs  both  during 
entry  and  exit,  I  had  long 
and  fruitful  conversations 
with  the  customs  inspec¬ 
tors. 

Initially,  they  acted 
very  "official"  but  as  they 
started  asking  questions 
about  things  In  my  bags, 
they  revealed  their  curi¬ 
osity  about  the  outside 
world.  Many  of  them  were 
learning  English  and  there¬ 
fore  were  very  eager  to 
practice. 

My  son,  Darren,  brought 
along  several  children's 
magazines  and  puzzles  for 
the  trip  and  he  ended  up 
sitting  on  the  bench  read¬ 
ing  aloud  to  the  Inspector. 

They  also  showed  a  deep 
interest  in  the  200  color 
slides  which  I  had  brought 
to  show  to  relatives.  One 
Inspector  sat  down  and  went 
through  all  of  them  one  by 
one  and  asked  many  ques¬ 
tions.  He  was  very  Inter¬ 
ested  In  knowing  how  we 
overseas  Chinese  live  In 
the  U.S. 

Many  people  asked  about 
racial  discrimination  and 
treatment  of  the  Chinese  by 
other  people.  I  was  even 
asked  If  it  was  true  that 
President  Nixon  prayed  to 
God  for  help.  Religious 


practices  are  now  very  much 
a  thing  of  the  past  In 
China. 

I  also  had  a  chance  to 
talk  to  the  chairman,  and

his  two  associates,  of  the 
local  revolutionary  commit¬ 
tee  one  day.  Comrade  Poon 
was  quite  well  Informed  a- 
bout  recent  happenings  In 
the  relations  between  the 
U.S.  and  China. 

From  him  I  learned  that 
one  of  the  Rockefeller  had 
made  some  Initial  banking 
arrangements  between  the 
two  countries  and  that  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  U.S.  can  now 
send  money  to  relatives  In 
China  directly. 

Comrade  Poon,  too,  was 
quite  curious  about  my  life 


In  the  U.S.  so  we  chatted 
for  almost  three  hours.  The 
revolutionary  committee  Is 
the  governing  body  of  the 
local  district  and  Is  also 
the  point  of  dlsemlnatlng 
Information  to  the  people 
from  some  central  decision¬ 
making  body. 

So,  these  are  some  drlb- 
bllngs  from  my  ten  days  In¬ 
side  China.  I  must  admit 
that  China  seemed  very  for¬ 
eign  to  me,  somehow.  While 
I  am  still  fluent  In  the 
language  and  could  converse 
well  with  my  relatives,  the 
written  language  has  been  * 
simplified  beyond  my  recog¬ 
nition  and  there  are  many 
names  and  phrases  which  I 
couldn't  understand  without 
explanation. 

Needless  to  say,  I  am 
extremely  happy  to  have 
been  able  to  see  the  coun¬ 
try  of  my  birth  once  again. 
For  the  sake  of  world  peace 
I  am  particularly  happy  to 
see  the  reestablishment  of 
communication  between  China 
and  the  U.S. 

After  all,  international 
friendship  must  be  based  on 
mutual  understanding  at  the 
people's  level.  This  short 
trip  to  China  has  given  me 
that  opportunity  to  con¬ 
tribute  my  share  at  the 
grass  roots.
